In response to the OflBce Action, dated Jxme 20, 2007, the Applicants hereby elect 
Group I, corresponding to claims 1-13 and 16-17, drawn to a water-soluble amphiphiUc 
cationic polyurethane of formula (I), for prosecution in the above application. The elected 
species is the polymer of Example 3, having the formula related in Example 2. 

Applicants traverse the restriction requirement as follows. 

Inventions I and II are related as process of use and product. The process for using 
the product as claimed is defined as a method of using a water-soluble amphiphilic cationic 
associative polyurethane having the specific formula of claim 1 as a thickener or gelling 
agent in cosmetic compositions. The process of using the polyurethanes of formula (I) as 
thickeners, can actually be practiced with a variety of polyurethanes and, in particular, 
associative polyurethanes. However, the rheological and cosmetic properties of these 
polymers are not optimum {see specification at page 2, paragraph 008). On the other hand, 
the water-soluble amphiphilic cationic associative polyurethanes, as claimed, have excellent 
thickening qualities and possess good cosmetic properties and are then preferably used. 

Inventions I and HI are related as combination (cosmet'iGjAQmpQ§;it^n)^^^^su^^ 
combination (polyurethane). KCsia^ig 4:30.00 m 
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According to the Examiner, the combination, as claimed, does not require the 
particulars of the sub-combination, as claimed, because cosmetic combination may be made 
without the employment of the polyurethane. 

Furthermore, the sub-combination has separate utility. 

Owing to their stmcture, the water-soluble amphiphilic cationic associative 
polyurethanes as claimed, have excellent thickening qualities and possess good cosmetic 
properties. They have then a particular utiUty for thickening cosmetic compositions and the 
cosmetic compositions thickened with claimed polyurethanes have good cosmetic properties.
